Studies in Harmonic Astrology 


Astrology, working as it has been for cen- 
turies essentially as a means to prognosti- 
cate personal events, has partially betrayed 
its sacred function. It has brought its inter- 
pretations to the level of the man of flesh and 
earthly desires and thus has lost the vision 
of the cosmic performance of life as a whole. 
It has sided with the petty notions of good- 
ness and evil dear to the man who thinks 
only of perpetuating his own body and its 
own social station, who is bound by the 
form of his personality, who is tied to a par- 
ticular viewpoint, particular creed and par- 
ticular environment. Thus it has lost the 
cosmological grandeur of olden times, when 
men performed yoga with stars and balanced 
their lives synchronously with the rhythm 
of cosmic revolutions; when men were not 
afraid of death and knew the power of sacri- 
ficial action, in which there is magic and, if 
need be, cataclysmic power. 

Today life is making vast claims upon 
many. It is forcing men to face squarely 
momentous issues. Most of us do not know 
it and fortunately so; for if we did, how many 
would be able to stand the revelation and 
would not lose their sanity at the sight of 
the ruthless fury of the cleansing forces? 
Our bodies are weak: our souls heavily laden 
with refuse and ghosts of deeds left undone. 
Thus the merciful Powers of Life are spar- 
ing us and protecting us with ignorance. 

These are hard times. These are “times 
that test men’s souls.”’ Man’s aeonic struggle 
for self-assertion is reaching a climax. An- 
other momentous battle of the age-old 
“Great War” is raging and, as Arguna in the 
Bhagavad Gita, we find ourselves in the 
midst of armies in both of which we recog- 
nize relatives and friends. Half of our nature 
is attacking the other half. We stand quar- 
tered, crucified, our soul dismembered, and 
the life-fluid is flowing away from our vitals 
as well as from those of human society at 
large. 

These are bad times, says the man in the 
street as well as the millionaire ruling over 
industries; and the significance of life seems 
lost. “The old times will never happen again. 
: . . What are we going to do? Is there 
no hope?” Because men cannot solve the 





riddle they become more humble and ques- 
tion the stars. Astrology is taking hold of 
the public mind. Perhaps we may be told 
when and how to invest safely, or to regain 
some of the old happiress broken by the 
restless pace of modern living; . . . And so, 
astrologers are featured over the radio, in 
motion picture magazines and wherever the 
crowd goes in search of some sort of stable 
foundation or of some mysterious powers 
that will solve everyday problems for them. 

This is a sign of the times. Men’s souls 
are troubled and ask questions. What are the 
answers which Astrology can give? The 
usual type of Astrology warns of impending 
dangers and illnesses, gives advice as to the 
best course to take in matters of marriage, 
finances, contracts and employment. A 
couple of years ago the main question in the 
mind of the American people was “How to 
get what I want.” Thus they went to New 
Thought preachers selling prosperity, suc- 
cess and cosmic consciousness (for the 
Elect) in ten lessons. Today the tables have 
turned. Men ask: “What should I try to 
get?” The objectives of life have become 
clouded. Soon perhaps a great many will 
clamor: “Why has this come to me?” This 
will be the beginning of wisdom. 

Wisdom is approached when the gains of 
folly vanish. Knowledge is sought when per- 
sonal power and self-confidence are shat- 
tered. Man yearns for a vision of the pur- 
pose and significance of their lives, when 
the obvious forms their senses and brains 
beheld collapse into nothingness. Any 
awakening is death of cherished dreams. To 
be born as a man, one must suffer many 
adolescent agonies; unless one is so 
free from attachment from substantial enti- 
ties and particular viewpoints that one grows 
continuously and harmoniously from stage 
to stage of conscious development—a very 
rare occurrence. 

Tt has been shown in a preceding essay 
that evil is to stop in the midst of change 
and, surveying the horizon, to say: “I am 
this particular hemisphere. I am this par- 
ticular planet, or Ray.” Evil is identification 
with a part, rather than the whole. Man is 
potentially and archetypally the Whole. The 
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I-AM is the power of the Whole; and as 
man usurps this power and says: “I am this 
or that particular thing, of condition,” he 
immediately becomes the slave of this thing 
or condition. He falls into incarnation, or 
falls in love, or falls asleep, or ill, or dead. 
Every fall, including the original Fall of 
Man, is an identification with a particular 
and un-whole condition. 

As already explained, Man does not need 
to “fall into” incarnation. No spiritual adept 
falls into incarnation. He assumes deliber- 
ately a particular mode of existence without 
forgetting that it is but a particu'ar mode. 
Once this particular type of activity has been 
fully used for what it was necessary it is con- 
cluded without any sense of clinging thereto, 
without any regret or attachment to the 
particular instruments and fruits of this 
phase of being; and a new phase is posi- 
tively and deliberately assumed. 

Man is the pattern of wholeness, and thus, 
in the symbolism of Harmonic Astrology, 
the Zodiac. The Zodiac is the perfected 
Whole. Life, as and through the Zodiac as 
a whole, utters the eternal I AM. However 
when Life assumes temporarily any particu- 
lar function and emphasized one of its aspects 
(one zodiacal sign), then a planet is born. 
A planet the I AM emphasizing a particu'ar 
zodiacal sign, that is, cosmic function. There- 
fore every planet is related to a part’cu‘ar 
zodiacal sign, which is sometimes called its 
throne—according to the old occult meaning 
of this term still revealed in the name given 
to one of the celestial hierarchies—. A planet 
is the Soul or individual Ego of a zodiacal 
sign; its I-AM-ness. It is, in practical occult- 
ism, the chakra (or magnetic whirl) which 
energizes the function and controls the 
activity of the corresponding organ (or 
endocrine gland) in the physiological rea'm. 
It is the one Life-force differentiated for the 
purpose of regenerating a certain type of 
substance. It is the one Universal Self (or 
I AM) focalized as a particular viewpoint 
(or type of consciousness) in order to act 
upon units of consciousness which have 
identified themselves with parts of Life in- 
stead of with the Whole. 

All planets are regenerative powers. If 
there were no need for regeneration there 
would be no planets. There would be only 
stars. Unregenerated man is his p'anets. Re- 
generate Man is stars. But as long as man 
manifests bodily on a p'anet whose axis is 
not in alignment with the celestial axis, he 
is bound to the evil nature of such a p!anet, 
and thus, while in his higher or zodiacal 
being he is unaffected by the planetary forces, 
he is subjected to them in his earthly body 
and his deliberately assumed destiny. 


There are essentially but four planets, or 


planetary powers. Saturn—Jupiter—Mars 
and Uranus. The three other planets (Moon, 
Mercury and Venus) are the feminine 
aspects, or shaktis, of the three first men- 
tioned. The Sun is the fire that makes the 
alchemical operation possible. It is the uni- 
versal power of motion,—the will to whole- 
ness, the Compassionate Law of the Univer- 
sal Mind operating in a certain region of 
space-time in order to regenerate all the scat- 
tered material particles strewn throughout 
that region. The Sun determines the locality 
of the regenerative work. It is the center of 
a cosmic Impulse the purpose of which is to 
integrate by means of a form the chaotic 
materials surrounding that center. 

The Sun is the center or focal point, 
through which the necessary alchemical fire, 
or life-energy, will radiate; the fire which will 
ultimately fuse the chaotic elements into one 
harmonic mass. Every alchemical operation 
needs a vessel, or retort; that is, a form is 
required to limit the operation and concen- 
trate the fire which otherwise would dissipate 
itse!f through the whole of space. To use an- 
other simi'e, one must have a lens in order 
so to concentrate the diffuse solar rays that 
a center of intense heat be generated suffi- 
cient to light a match. 

Saturn is the lens. Saturn’s orbit is a huge 
lens which circumscribes and so brings to a 
focus the regenerative will of the Hidden 
Sun, or Zodiacal Being. This focus is the 
visible Sun. This Sun is actually made by 
Saturn, just as the little solar image, center 
of intense heat, is made by the lens concen- 
trating at that point the sun-rays; and just 
as the lens must be moved closer to, or far- 
ther from, the material to be inflamed in 
order to decrease or increase the degree of 
heat applied thereto, so Uranus is that mys- 
terious power which does the adjusting and 
regu ates thus the fire of the Sun, and, as a 
resu't, the intensity of the Cosmic regenera- 
tive process. 

This is the reason why we wrote that the 
Sun was the feminite negative power, the 
Shakti of the Zodiacal Being whose agent 
Uranus was. Uranus regulates the combus- 
tion process at the bidding of this Zodiacal 
Being (that is, the universal Law rather than 
a personal God): therefore Uranus regulates 
the action of the Sun, by acting upon Saturn 
—the lens. The various astrological “aspects” 
between Uranus and Saturn describe Uranus’ 
action upon Saturn, and thus the resulting 
increase or decrease of the regenerative fire 
of the Sun. The “square” (90 degree aspect) 
of Uranus and Saturn, which gave the years 
1930-31-32 such a pecu‘iarly regenerative sig- 
nificance, symbolizes the maximum of energy 
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exerted. Thus the regenerative fire of the 
Sun burns relentlessly all the impurities of 
our individual and social beings. 

If Saturn focalizes the cosmic fire and so 
produces what we call our sun—a small re- 
flection, or image, of the Zodiacal Being that 
is universal space, the Macrocosm—; If 
Uranus regulates the process of focalization; 
Jupiter distributes the solar energies gen- 
erated. When Jupiter operates very strongly, 
these energies are intensified by circulating 
constantly throughout the microcosm and 
leaving no region thereof unblessed by the 
fiery baptism. Lastly Mars directs the ener- 
gies and commands the onslaught upon all 
crystalizations that stand in the way of dis- 
tributive Jupiter. 

Uranus regulates the entire process, from 
outside the boundaries. Saturn establishes 
these boundaries and thus the center thereof, 
the Sun. Jupiter distributes the power focal- 
ized at the sun-center. Mars directs that 
power, marshalls the solar energies and leads 
the offensive. Uranus is the commander-in- 
chief at headquarters; Saturn, the intelligence 
officers who, by means of telescopes, or aero- 
planes, or spies, outline the position of the 
enemy on the map. Jupiter is the manager of 
supplies (food and ammunitions); Mars, the 
leader of the offensive at the front. We might 
add that Neptune is the War-minister who 
acts in the name of the entire nation (the 
Zodiac) and supplies the commander-in-chief 
with men and guns as well as keeps a check 
over him so that he does not misuse the 
powers delegated to him by the nation.* 

The feminine planets are related to the 
operations as follows: The Moon is the very 
substance of Saturn’s activities. She repre- 
sents the ever-moving sensitive eyes and 
brains of millions of subalterns reporting 
what they discover to the intelligence depart- 
ment. She represents also the entire army 
as a mass of human personalities affected by 
orders, by rest and attacks, the psychology 
of the fighters, the imponderable psychic ele- 
ments which often are the main causes in 
bringing success or failure to the operations, 
and which, in another sense, made the war 
necessary. The Moon reflects everything 
happening within the sphere of Saturn, that 
is, in our analogy inside of the region where 
war-operations are conducted. Neptune sym- 
bolizes more or less the same type of forces, 

but in the nation as a whole. It indicates the 
nation’s feelings with regard to the war. 


*The newly-discovered Pluto might symbolize the 
Council of State or Parliament, which comes into ses- 
sion to pass judgment upon the conduct of the war and 
alters fundamental policies. Pluto seems to be con- 
nected with an element of ritual and with assemblies of 
representative pong It —- on earth only at

Mercury signifies the liaison officers, the 
telegraph and mail service; every agency that 
helps Jupiter to distribute the supplies. 
Venus represents everything that happens 
after the attack: that is to say, everything 
that heals, comforts, exalts, amuses and 
keeps the spirits high and the faith in the 
ideal behind the war and within oneself alive. 
Venus is the physician, the priest and the 
artist or entertainer. It is the comforting and 
strengthening thought sent to the men at the 
front by the parents, friends and beloved. 
Thus Venus is related to Neptune (the na- 
tion at large) and to Mercury (the letters or 
thought-currents, that carry messages of 
love and hope.) 

While Mars stands dlways for the begin- 
ning of an action, or series of actions, Venus 
represents the end thereof; thus the ingather- 
ing of experiences, the taking stock of one- 
self, the moral balance of the account: count- 
ing losses and gains, and the realization of 
the ultimate purpose of life. In this realiza- 
tion man finds either bitterness, complaints 
and self-damnation (SATAN); or under- 
standing, self-fulfillment and _ self-illumina- 
tion (Sanat). 

One often reads in astrological books that 
Sun and Moon, not being really planets, are 
substitutes for esoteric planets; that Uranus 
is the planet that should stand for the Sun, 
Neptune for the Moon; or else that Uranus 
and Neptune are “higher octaves” of Mer- 
cury and Venus, etc. 

All this is beside the point and shows that 
the cosmic basis of Astrology is not under- 
stood. Every cosmic body that revolves be- 
tween the earth and the stars is a planet, 
astrologically speaking. It stands between 
the microcosm Earth and universal Space, 
the Macrocosm. Thus it is either a link or a 
screen; a path or a wall. Man is essentially 
the sun-total of the planetary relationships; 
thus he stands either as a link, or as an 
obstruction, between Universal Life and the 
Particular’s being, between Spirit and Mat- 
ter, uniting or separating. 

Man the integrator is the white Adept. 
Man the separator is the black Adept. Ignor- 
ant and passive man is the crowd. The crowd 
is earth bound and ignores that there are 
planets, save sun and moon, that which gives 
energy and that which excites feelings and 
moods. The crowd is thus practically mind- 
less, thus Man-less, or planet-less. Planets 
operate in proportion as Man operates. 

As Man-the-synthetizer is but weakly 
manifesting, the planets have but reflective 
effects upon the ordinary man. As man’s 
body is borrowed from the earth, man’s 
earthbound consciousness is affected by mag-

MINOR TRANSITS 
General Indications 

MARS in LIBRA—July 7 to August 25— 
The probable results of this particular tran- 
sit of Mars through the sign Libra have, in 
part, already been discussed at some length 
in the July issue of American Astrology, page 
2. It will be noted that the aspects formed 
by this planet during July were for the most 
part quite constructive but later in August 
we may expect a sharp reversal of form un- 
der the influence of Mars opposition Uranus 
which takes place at 6:58 p. m., E. S. T., Aug- 
ust 2lst. Quoting from our July issue, page 
3, “Mars in affliction with Uranus is abrupt, 
irritable, ill-tempered and impatient. He 
scorns diplomacy of any kind and is liable 
to throw up the sponge on the slightest pro- 
vocation—a veritable Bull in a china shop. 
We might add that this also incites people 
to an intense desire for Freedom and the 
bitterest resentment of any infringement of 
personal rights and liberty. At the merest 
suggestion of coercion he flies into a furi- 
ous rage. When afflicted in Libra Mars re- 
acts somewhat like an Angry Hornet. It 
would be just like that clumsy clown “Ura- 
nus” to knock down a Hornet’s Nest. Uranus 
(the Bear) is a good-natured rascal. He 
means no harm. His path in fact is literally 
paved with good intentions but his methods 
are slap-dash and anything that gets in the 
way is nonchalantly knocked down and 
walked on. Uranus never stands on cere- 
mony and plays no favorites. Now Mars 
in Libra is no angel either but he is never- 
theless a courtly rascal. He may spear his 
enemy as nonchalantly as one might har- 
poon a rat, yet he never forgets that he is a 
gentleman—his manners are beyond re- 
proach. He might on occasion kill an op- 
ponent but will do it skilfully, and will never 
forget to first apologize for causing him 
so much inconvenience. Mars in Libra is a 
scientific Fighter—“Brains over Brawn.” 
Uranus in Aries is a whirlwind slugger. This 
configuration reminds us of the Seventh 


round at Chicago with Mars taking the count 
of fifteen. 





Individuals should know that this is a very 
dangerous period. This configuration in- 
clines to lack of emotional control, manifest- 
ing <s violent outbursts of temper and acci- 
dents through carelessness and impulsive 
haste. Those engaged in sports or in the pur- 
suit of Pleasure are especially threatened. 
Fires and explosions (probably of incendiary 
origin) threaten theatres and other places of 
amusements. An anarchistic outbreak or 
other violent occurrence may take place at 
some Public Function, seriously endanger- 
ing the life of some public Leader. 

In the yearly Horoscope of U. S. this con- 
figuration points to some drastic changes in 
governmental circles—a violent rupture of 
relationships, which may be quite startling in 
its suddenness— a sensational development. 
Destructive forces strike with lightning-like 
suddenness at the seats of the mighty. “Howl, 
Fir tree, the Cedar has fallen.” 


MARS in SCORPIO—August 25 
8—Mars does not form any aspects of out- 
standing importance from Scorpio during 
August. We will reserve detailed decision of 
this transit for our next (September) issue. 
We might omit mention of the transit en- 
tirely at this time but for the fact that the 
date when a planet leaves one sign and en- 
ters the next is usually a date of outstanding 
importance marking a decided and radical 
change in the affairs ruled by the planet un- 
der consideration. The transit of Mars out 
of Libra into Scorpio at 7:00 a. m. E. S. T. 
August 25 therefore marks this date as sig- 
nificant. The fact that this transit takes place 
so closely following the opposition of Mars 
to Uranus and the Solar Eclipse (August 21) 
makes it even more significant and adds a 
somewhat sinister and deadly quality to the 
transit.

Mars in Scorpio is emotionally intense to 
an extreme and ruthless in action. Consider- 
ing the aspects involved we are likely to find 
the God of War in the role of Law-enforce- 
ment Officer, Disciplinarian, Governor or 
Inspector. He will be busy bringing recalci- 
trant members into line and not by persua- 
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sion either—his weapon is “The Big Stick” 
—or a gun. “Nimrod the Mighty Hunter” 
goes out gunning for “Big Game.” It is a 
fact this position of Mars in an individual 
horoscope literally inclines to a life of Ad- 
venture. President Theodore Roosevelt had 
a very strong Scorpio influence in his chart 
and we may arrive at a very good conception 
of the probable effects of this forthcoming 
Mars transit if we will visualize what would 
happen if Theodore Roosevelt were called 
upon to deal with present situations. 

Finally another manifestation of this Mars 
transit insofar as U. S. in particular is con- 
cerned may be “War to Death” against 
Gangland, Racketeers and Underworld Or- 
ganizations, with the result that many cess- 
pools of anarchy, vice and corruption may be 
effectually cleaned out. There are two sym- 
bols for Scorpio—The Eagle and the Snake, 
symbolizing the higher and lower aspects of 
this sign respectively. Every other sign like- 
wise has its positive and ‘negative (construc- 
tive and destructive) forces, and the pres- 
ence of Mars in a sign always indicates a 
battle for supremacy between these two 
forces. According to the other aspects in- 
volved one will triumph and hold the other 
in subjection. In this particular instance the 
Eagle will be victorious. This is not how- 
ever saying anything about the price of 
Victory. 

SOCIAL LIFE 

VENUS in VIRGO—July 28 to August 21 
—This transit has already been analyzed in 
the July issue of American Astrology, page 
4. Insofar as the effects during August are 
concerned, we might call attention to the 
fact that Venus is very well aspected by other 
planets, the most important of these being 
the conjunction with Neptune 6:52 p. m., E. 
S. T., Aug. 3rd, and a conjunction with Jupi- 
ter at 5:11 a. m. E. S. T. Aug. 17th. These 
two aspects alone would be almost in them- 
selves sufficient to guarantee happiness and 
prosperity during the first three weeks of 
this month (up to August 17th at least). If 
there is an aspect which is in itself indica- 
tive of Good Fortune freely bestowed it is 
the conjunction of Venus and Jupiter. To 
those in Public Life it is a symbol of wide 
popularity. To those in Professional or Busi- 
ness Life it grants unusual success and fin- 
ancial good fortune. It promotes warm sym- 





pathies and generous good-will between In- 
dividuals and is most helpful in all social 
contacts and activities. For a marriage it is 
excellent. In National affairs the effect may 
be most beneficial to the Head of the Gov- 
ernment and particularly so insofar as U. S. 
is concerned. The People of U. S. have been 
fast coming to the conclusion that they have 
a Superman in the White House—they may 
become convinced of it at this time. In the 
U. S. Horoscope for this portion of the year 
we find that Fortune smiles without re- 
straint upon those in positions of Power, 
Authority and Responsibility. A Social 
Function of National Significance is indi- 
cated. Those whose birthdates may be on 
Sept. 17, 18, or 19 or such as may have a 
planet in the 24th, 25th or 26th degrees of 
Virgo may expect some great good fortune 
along the lines indicated above, closely fol- 
lowing the August 17th conjunction of Jupi- 
ter and Venus. 

Following July 22 we should experience a 
minor market Boom gaining rapidly in 
strength following August Ist and continu- 
ing strong up to about August 21st. If it 
should force through the last week of August 
without breaking seriously then it may con- 
tinue through September but in any case be 
prepared for a decided reversal of form 
around October 19th. 

Venus conjunction Neptune August 3rd is 
at best a symbol of “Divine Love.” At the 
worst it is weakening. Sympathy with little 
or no discretion or discrimination seems to 
be very often the Keynote of this configura- 
tion. If this should happily take the form 
of true compassion which does not merely 
sympathize but really helps people to help 
themselves, then this can be a very construc- 
tive influence This would be a good time to 
read, study and digest Emerson’s Essay on 
Experience with special emphasis on one 
particular paragraph commencing with these 
words, “The life of truth is cold and so far 
mournful.” This configuration also calls to 
mind a certain statement accredited to the 
Late Luther Burbank, “The Path to Honor 
is paved with thorns, but every step you take 
upon the path of truth, you set your foot 
upon your own heart.” Truly, this is a beau- 
tiful configuration, almost too delicate and 
fragile for the rough and ready existence of 
everyday life—“‘A Phantom of Delight’— 
Wordsworth wrote a beautiful poem about 
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this—read it—’twill throw some light on the 
situation. This is a package that should be 
labeled “Handle with Care,” such delicate 
commodities are easily damaged. This is an 
aspect that can bring ideal happiness, the 
blissful realization of a dream, but who gets 
this effect will be no ordinary mortal. It 
is a configuration that brings forth harmony 
from the deepest soul sources, to which only 
those with well developed spiritual or psy- 
chic senses can adequately respond, but to 
these it brings rather, Interior happiness that 
is not dependent upon outer circumstances. 
Those who depend for their happiness upon 
material forms, satisfactions and possessions 
are likely to find in this aspect a bitter dis- 
appointment, for here is an ideal creation, 
the counterpart of which is rarely found in 
the physical world. They who fail to realize 
this and do seek a realization in material 
possession will most probably derive from 
this aspect only a restless discontent. Others 
who are more credulous may fall a victim 
to artful schemers. It is an aspect that sen- 
sitizes the emotions to a superlative degree. 
At best a symbol of Christ-like devotion and 
compassion, but in its negative form may 
manifest as a charming stranger with a “mil- 
lion dollar smile” who for a material consid- 
eration will permit us to establish a residence 
in Heaven. Only when it is too late do we 
discover that this is a Fool’s Paradise. The 
admonition is to be cautious in Business 
matters at this time. Do not toss away tan- 
gible assets on a mere unsecured promise. 
Remember the fable of the dog crossing the 
stream, also beware of strangers and particu- 
larly (as Venus is involved) when such con- 
tacts are social or involve an emotional ap- 
peal. 

This influence will be very powerful in 
the lives of those born August 30th and 31st, 
or Sept. Ist and 2nd. It will also have special 
significance for those in whose birthcharts 
there may be a planet in the 7th, 8th and 9th 
degree of Virgo. 

VENUS in LIBRA—August 21 to Sept. 
15—When in Libra Venus, the Lady of Love 
and Social Life, is thoroughly at home. Venus 
is never entirely satisfied or happy while in 
Virgo, although it is true that during her 
recent transit through Virgo she has been 
much favored by other planets, yet in that 
sign she is at best rather querulous, critical 
and somewhat given to nervous nagging and 








fretful fault-finding. Venus in Virgo may 
be a very good nurse or highly efficient sec- 
retary—often very successful in service and 
in work that calls for close attention to de- 
tail. She may assist in the practical solution 
of social problems directly concerning Pub- 
lic Health, welfare and Employment, and 
particularly during August, but socially she 
does not shine unless it be among highly in- 
tellectual people because Venus in Virgo 
contributes rather, to mental brilliance, giv- 
ing a quick wit, and a delicate sense of hu- 
mor—with a satirical twist that is often 
very delightful—a glib talker who “knows 
all the answers,” but she is happiest when 
working. In Libra, however, Venus puts 
on her gayest attire and proceeds to the Re- 
ception Hall and becomes once more the 
charming Hostess. She is always the “peace- 
maker,” but in Libra it is often a case of 
“Peace at any price.” Under the influence of 
a trine to Saturn which takes place at 4:20 
p. m., E. S. T., Aug. 30, we may expect a 
binding agreement calculated to secure 
Peace. This may be in either a National or 
Individual sense—many degrees of manifes- 
tations are possible. 


INTELLECTUAL AFFAIRS 


MERCURY in LEO—June 27 to Sept. 2— 
This transit has already been analyzed at 
some length in the July issue of American 
Astrology, page 4. Insofar as the sign influ- 
ence is concerned, and there is little that we 
need add other than to call attention to the 
fact that Mercury turns direct August 10th, 
after which date we may expect the influence 
of this planet to be much more powerful or 
at any rate much more pronounced insofar 
as the objective manifestation is concerned. 
Mercury does not form any aspects of im- 
portance until the last day of the month, 
when we note a trine from Mercury to Ura- 
nus at 0:03 p. m. August 31. This is likely 
to be quite powerful in the realm of Specula- 
tion tending to produce a very active market 
with a strong speculative trend and on a 
positive note. This may also be coincident 
with some notable event in the realm of 
Sport. It is an aspect that breaks records— 
speed records. Sensational developments in 
the department of Foreign Relations are in- 
dicated and messages of surprising nature 
are exchanged—a sudden turn of events, 
which should promote harmonious relations 
between nations.—It will not be too soon. 
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The Lunar Month 
August. 1933 


July 22 to August 21—A general analysis 
of conditions likely to prevail during this 
period will be found on page 7 of the July 
issue of American Astrology. 


FIRST QUARTER—July 22 to July 29 
—Refer to page 7 of the July issue of Ameri- 
can Astrology. 


SECOND QUARTER—July 29 to Aug- 
ust 5—Generally speaking this promises to 
be quite a harmonious period and Conserva- 
tively progressive. There is a strong Satur- 
ine influence which tends to prevent excess 
in any form, but Mars is so placed as to 
furnish an outlet for the forces—constructive 
forces. 

Mercury conjunction the Sun at 6:08 a. m., 
E. S. T., July 30, is the Voice of Authority 
and may be accepted as symbolical of An 
Ultimatum to be delivered about that time. 
This should result in some very decisive ac- 
tion or change and in relation to U. S. this 
appears to be focused in a Foreign Country. 
A Foreign Nation may at that time threaten 
some action which would profoundly affect 
Foreign Relations, especially with regard to 
Trade, but this meets with strong opposition 
from more conservative elements. The ulti- 
mate result will no doubt be a compromise 
action quickly and harmoniously consum- 
mated. We may summarize the combination 
of aspects during this period as indicative of 
a Crisis which is however safely passed—a 
readjustment of circumstances to the com- 
plete satisfaction of all concerned, but it is a 
close squeak and calls of quick action. 

When Uranus turns Retrograde August 
4th, this will tend to hold in abeyance for the 
balance of this year (so far as objective mani- 
festations are concerned) all events and de- 
velopments which come under the rulership 
of this planet and which may be of a Uranian 
nature. For one thing this means that the 
Radicals will be temporarily moved into the 
background, and speculative tendencies may 
be more easily curbed. The Radical changes, 
sudden turn of events, unexpected develop- 
ments and surprises (pleasant or unpleasant) 
ordinarily proceeding from this planet will 
be less powerful to effect the affairs of men, 
and while progress is indicated it is likely 
to be much more conservative than it might 
otherwise be. The above date marks a period 
of a couple of weeks during which sudden 
changes of circumstances incident to a re- 
versal of Policies may be expected. 





The conjunction of Venus and Neptune 
August 3rd has already been analyzed at 
some length in this issue (Minor Transits— 
Social Life). We might add at this point that 
insofar as U. S. is concerned, this conjunc- 
tion is likely to profoundly affect Govern- 
mental Affairs and particularly the Presi- 
dent. It might operate through him in the 
form of some action calculated to improve 
National Employment and Public Welfare 
in general. Here is Spiritual Leadership and 
Idealism of a high order. 


THIRD QUARTER—August 5 to Aug- 
ust 12—When an irresistible force meets an 
immovable body the result is—Growth. This 
is what happens at the Vernal Equinox every 
year when the frozen forms of Winter yield 
to the vivifying rays of the Sun and a new 
influx of Solar energy and the Dead are res- 
urrected to a new cycle of Progress. In every 
death there is the seed of a new birth and 
every Birth is but the beginning of Death. 
Why then should we mourn the Dead. They 
have crossed the threshold of a New Life. It 
is the living that merit our sympathy for 
they have yet much sorrow to endure. 


When the Sun opposes Saturn at 5:56 p. m. 
August 5, the greatest obstacle in the path of 
progress this year will be overcome. This 
may be interpreted nationally or individu- 
ally. It may apply to International affairs 
and also to the Social and Business relations 
of individuals. The future and the past at- 
tempt to merge—an urge to Progress meets 
the limitation of Tradition. An irresistible 
force will meet an immovable body. In a 
Situation like this three things can happen. 
If the energy is applied suddenly it may 
shatter the form, and Life flows on without 
restraint over the wreckage but accomplishes 
nothing, for Life always requires a form 
for manifestation and form implies limita- 
tion. On the other hand if the Form is 
very well constructed the urge to progress 
may be turned from its purpose and forced 
into a new channel—the result is the same 
as before—nothing is accomplished, but if 
this union takes place gradually—naturally— 
in the natural course of events the vivifying 
influence of a new life flows into the dead 
forms of a past achievement and the result 
is growth—safe and sane progress. Wisdom 
is necessary at such a time. A realization by 
conservatives that change is essential to life 
and progress, but also a realization by the 
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Progressives that the future must grow out 
of and include the past. The seed of the 
New order must be found within the form 
of the old, and the growing form of the fu- 
ture feeds upon the substance of the past. 
The elements which served their purpose.in 
the construction of the old order are disinteg- 
rated, re-assimulated and applied to the pur- 
poses of the New Order—this is Regenera- 
tion, and the result is genuine progress. 


Generally speaking this second week of 
August (August 5 to 12) is revealed as a 
critical period, the period of a great change. 
There may be an element of tragedy, but 
wisdom will guide many in safety over the 
straight and narrow path to a new and bright- 
er future. 


FOURTH QUARTER—August 12 to 
August 21—This period is revealed as just 
about the easiest of all to deal with. The 
conjunction of Venus and Jupiter August 17 
has already been analyzed in this issue (Min- 
or Transits—Social Affairs). There is noth- 
ing that need be added relative to this as- 
pect. 


The sextile of the Sun and Mars August 
18 (5:22 a. m. E. S. T.) and the trine from 
the Sun to Uranus August 20 (2:12 p. m. E. 
S. T.) should operate to strengthen the con- 
structive forces active during this period, pro- 
moting rapid progress and in many instances 
may result in great good fortune. This is a 
harvest period, wherein those who have sown 
bountifully may expect to reap bountifully. 


LUNAR MONTH 
September 1933 


August 21 to September 19—The Luna- 
tion which occurs at 0:48 a. m. E. S. T., Aug- 
ust 21, happens to also be an Eclipse. We 
have noted several references by Astrological 
writers which imply a tendency to establish 
some direct connection between this forth- 
coming Eclipse and that of August 21, 1914, 
which was coincident with the commence- 
ment of the World War. It is true that there 
is striking similarity in that the dates are in 
each instance identical and that the Zodiacal 
Longitude of the Eclipse in each case would 
be the same (28th degree of Leo) and this 
is rather unusual, but it must not be inferred 
therefrom that these two Eclipses belong in 
the same series, or cycle. As a matter of 
fact, the 1914 Series produced the Eclipse of 
August 31, 1932, whereas the 1933 Cycle (or 
series) takes us back to August 10, 1915. 
Furthermore, so far as the 1914 Eclipse is 
concerned with relation to the Great War, 





we would refer the reader to our March 1932 
issue of Popular Astrology wherein this mat- 
ter was discussed in detail and it was dem- 
onstrated that the Eclipse, while undoubted- 
ly a factor, was not necessarily a major fac- 
tor in that event. However this Eclipse (as 
in the case of that of August, 1914) takes 
place in almost exact conjunction with the 
fixed star Regulus—the Royal Star, which 
is probably second to none in importance 
and power to influence the Destiny of Man- 
kind. Any configuration that is involved with 
a degree of such importance must neces- 
sarily be lifted thereby out of the average 
class and acquires a special significance. 


Quoting from “Fixed Stars and Constel- 
lations in Astrology,” by Vivian E. Robson: 


“Regulus—a Triple star, flushed, white 
and ultra-marine, situated on the body of 
the Lion. From Regulus, a little King, of- 
ten called Cor. Leonis or ‘The Lion’s 
Heart.’ Symbolically ‘The Crushing Foot.’ 
It was one of the Four Royal Stars of the 
Persians in 3000 B. C. when as ‘Watcher 
of the North’ it marked the Summer Sols- 
tice.” 


Regulus is said to indicate great honor, 
power and authority followed by ultimate 
disgrace and ruin. It is accepted as Napo- 
leon’s Star of Destiny. 


So far as the effects of this forthcoming 
Eclipse upon Public affairs is concerned, we 
refer the reader to page 45 of the March 
issue of American Astrology where it is 
stated that the conjunction of the Eclipse 
with the fixed star Regulus indicates “the 
Death of a King.” In that connection it may 
be added that the word “King” is used figura- 
tively. This personage might be any Na- 
tional Leader whose position may be equi- 
valent to Royalty. In view of the other as- 
pects involved we judge that this may be a 
violent passing, or at any rate quite sud- 
den, unexpected and sensational—involving 
of certain unusual circumstances—there 
seems to be a peculiar element of mystery 
in connection with this. This influence is 
most powerful in Europe and seems to be 
focused particularly in England. For further 
information on the results of this Eclipse 
upon National and Individual Affairs we 
would refer the reader to page 36 of this 
issue (General Daily Guide for August—see 
August 21st). Inasmuch as August 2lst is 
the date of the Lunation (Eclipse), the ten- 
dencies prevailing on that date may be ac- 
cepted as characterizing the developments of 
the succeeding 28 days. Therefore as therein 
stated, this is the month when some favor- 
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ite child of the gods may have the doubtful 
pleasure of being taken to the cleaners to 
have his sins all washed away. It is small 
consolation at such a time to be told that 
“Whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth,” but 
this is nevertheless a fact and ultimate re- 
sults will no doubt establish this Truth more 
clearly. This Lunation ushers in a period 
of Great Changes—drastic changes. Tem- 
porarily these experiences may be mighty 
unpleasant, but this is but the Shadow of 
(good) things to come. 
FIRST QUARTER 

August 21 to August 28—The opposition 
of Mars and Uranus August 21 has already 
been discussed in this issue under the heading 
of “Minor Transits” (Physical Activities— 
Mars). This aspect may be considered as ap- 
plying particularly to this period (August 
21 to August 29). It is followed by the oppo- 
sition of Mercury and Saturn August 22 
(2:32 p. m.). These are the only two aspects 
of outstanding importance during this period 
and marks this portion of the month of Aug- 
ust as a period of violent conflicts and sep- 
arations. There are two distinctly opposite 
reactions possible under such circumstances. 
We either fight furiously against heavy odds 
or we become extremely negative and yield 
to fate. 

“To be or not to be, that is the question, 

Whether ’tis nobler in the mind to suffer 

The slings and arrows of outrageous for- 

tune, 

Or to take arms against a sea of troubles 

And, by opposing, end them.” 

Mercury opposition Saturn from the 2nd 
to the 8th houses of the monthly chart is an 
indication of Fraud involving Public Funds. 
Those who are susceptible to such influences 
may take warning from this that they are 
playing a losing game—even if they use their 
own money it is still a losing game. This 
is the sort of aspect that marks “A Day of 
Reckoning.” It behooves everyone to have 
his books in order, for Saturn is an Auditor 
who does not overlook any errors or accept 
excuses. Gamblers who have been rich in 
paper profits may expect an alarming shrink- 
age of their assets at this time and, generally 
speaking, this may be classified as a very 
negative period during which the Music of 
the Spheres is distinctly in minor key.

“Must Jesus bear his cross alone and all 


the world go free? 


No, there’s a cross for everyone, and there’s 


a cross for me.” 


Remember reading that in your Sunday 
school book? From a Biblical standpoint it 
may be true, but Astrologically speaking, it 
is not. There are many individuals in whose 
natal horoscopes no cross can be found, and 
in many cases not even a cross aspect, or a 
“square.” Of these, it may be said that Lady 
Luck smiled upon them at their birth, and 
they started out in life with the odds in their 
favor. 

But after all these favored ones miss a 
great deal, for is it not the hardships, the 
struggles and denial (that the squares and 
crosses engender) that make life worth while 
and men stronger? And do any of us appre- 
ciate that which is given to us without much 
effort on our part as much as that for which 
we struggle and make sacrifices to obtain? 
No, we do not. And for that reason we so 
often find the individual who started life un- 
der a severe handicap coming “down the 
stretch” far ahead of the pampered favorite 
of fortune—a “long shot”—and no one can 
quite understand how he ever crept up ahead 
of the other. At the race track they call it 
“luck.” But in the race track of life there is 
no such thing as this sort of luck. Some are 
given a better start than others, that is all. 
‘Lhis may be for the same reason that they 
handicap a better horse that has repeated y 
proved his merit by winning several races— 
to give the other horses a chance to win. A 
strong character is able to shoulder the bur- 
den of a cross, which a wise Providence sure- 
ly wou'd not fasten upon a weak soul who 
would fall by the wayside. After the start 
it is up to every one of us, even if we began 
under severe handicaps or were shoved by 
the Starter over against the fence for some 
reason, to keep silent about it and make the 
most of what is given us, for even if we are 
obliged to carry our handicaps along with us 
we don’t have to remain over by the fence 
by any means. ; 

We all know at some tracks a race is often 
“fixed” for a horse to win. In the game of 
Life, should this happen and you win, then 
you lose. For in life there is a Law—the in- 
violable Law of Compensation—that makes 
it impossible to reap what you have not sown, 
or at least to keep, or profit by, the reapings. 








In the jargon of racketeers they say, “Never 
give a sucker an even break.” But someone 
who was wiser, no doubt by experience, said, 
“The sucker aiways wins in the end.” Which 
reminds me of a little incident in real life, 
when a young lady lost several thousand 
dollars through a “gentleman,” who, after 
gaining her confidence, “invested” her money 
for her. While she felt badly about her loss 
which meant a great deal to her, she out- 
lived it, “even as you and I,” and proceeded 
to save more money, being careful to make 
no more “investments.” Just last week while 
wa.king down Fifth Avenue she saw her 
erstwhile “broker” friend shining shoes—a 
pavement bootblack. Who paid, she or the 
sw.ndler? Both probably, but she least of 
the two. For she grew stronger and wiser 
from the experience and he became weaker, 
as do all such as he. Suspicions I entertained 
regard:ng her planets were correct, for when 
I asked her birth data and looked up their 
positions, I found her Neptune crossed with 
major planets which caused her to subcon- 
scious:y attract just that sort of treatment 
from others, which does not however mean 
that she need continually attract that sort 
of thing, but that she must learn her lesson 
and thereafter be on her guard against it. It 
is either a foolish moth or a very bad Nep- 
tune that returns to the flame again and 
again. One treatment ought to cure anyone, 
but squared Neptunes have so many divers 
ways of attracting schemers into the lives 
of their natives that these latter have to form 
the habit of rejecting everything until it has 
been subjected to the acid test of time and 
patience. 

Suppose one has a cross in his horoscope 
which occasions him almost continual mis- 
fortune of various kinds, what is he to do? 
you ask. Well, the first thing is to really 
know himself, to study his own character, 
and one method of doing this is to carefully 
analyze and study his individual horoscope, 
thus find’ng out just what planets are crossed 
or squared, and what signs and houses are 
involved. In this way he can discover what 
is required to help him lighten his afflictions 
and also those elements against which he 
must be on his guard. In the case of a cross, 
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there is always a sign and house lacking. If 
the cross occurs between planets occupying 
the first, fourth and tenth houses, then the 
seventh house is needed—this individual will 
repeatedly suffer personally through his re- 
lationship with others until he learns the 
true spirit of co-operation and works not 
for self, but for love of another or others, or 
for an ideal, which is even better. If the 
crossed planets occupy the second, eighth 
and eleventh houses, then the fifth is unten- 
anted. Such a person may figuratively sing 
“The Prisoners Song”—he needs love, gaie- 
ty, entertainment, but these are conspicuous 
by their absence and will continue to be un- 
til he learns to overcome his natural inborn 
hatred for close personal contacts, for these 
subconscious revulsions of feeling re-act in 
such a way as to keep others from displaying 
any affection toward him. Yet he will desire 
most passionately an exalted love—above and 
beyond that of common mortals. He must 
learn that like always attracts like, and the 
significance of the words of Walt Whitman 
which apply particularly to him, “All things 
are lacking if love be lacking.” He would 
profit by a study of the sign Leo, whose na- 
tives are the great lovers of the world, and 
endeavor to cultivate Leo characteristics as 
much as possible that eventually he may at- 
tract real love into his life. Should the ninth 
house be lacking the native would need to 
develop his higher mind by deeper studies 
and by faith and tolerance of all things. He 
would do well to study the life of Jesus and 
follow “in his steps.” Foreigners, strangers, 
outsiders—“these are his brethren.” The 
sooner he leaves, and the further he migrates 
from his childhood home, the better for him. 
Whether he becomes a prophet or not he 
certainly will find no honor in his own coun- 
try. He needs travel, particularly to for- 
eign countries, and universal love and knowl- 
edge. Law, science, wide publicity, adver- 
tising, religion, philosophy,. astrology—all 
these are required. He should become a 
brother to all but be intimate with none. 


Were the eleventh house lacking in the 
cross, the element of impersonal friendships 
would be essential. Those whom the native 
loved would prove a detriment to him, as 
the fifth house (of personal love) would be 
the most afflicted, causing the native to suf- 
fer from the adverse vibrations of this de- 
partment until he learned to implant in him- 
self the characteristics of the opposite house 
and avoid too personal contacts. Any de- 
ficiency of character or habit, regardless of 
the length of time the same has held domi- 
nance, can be remedied, not by removing it, 
but by substituting another in its place— 
the opposite trait. Just so does the awaken- 


ing of the higher mind or consciousness 
break the dominance of hesitating embarrass- 
ment caused by sense impressions of self, or 
self-consciousness, 





Of course the signs involved must also be 
considered. When the sign Capricorn is 
lacking in the ninth house, the native, besides 
traveling widely and delving deeply into phi- 
losophical subjects, as previously explained, 
should seek to become a practical philanthro- 
pist, mixing the characteristics of the sign 
Capricorn, ruled by Saturn, with those of 
the benevolent Jupiter, the natural ruler of 
the ninth house. This person, in a city or 
country removed from his native land, should 
cultivate a charitable yet economical dispo- 
sition, seeking to be honored, trusted, re- 
spected and esteemed by all, and should en- 
deavor to help humanity by teaching them 
to help themselves. For while Jupiter him- 
self would give to everyone with generous 
hand, Saturn would need to attach a price 
to his gifts—the receiver must merit such, 
and merit, in the eyes of Saturn, comes from 
work well done. Were the sign Aquarius 
lacking in the seventh house, the native 
would need, with the element of co-opera- 
tion, to develop the traits of Venus conjunc- 
tion Uranus, or Uranus in Libra, or Venus 
in Aquarius—impersonal always in matters 
of marriage or partnerships, ready at any 
time to “let go” of existing forms in his 
environment if this be necessary, for nothing 
would really be his until he had learned to 
live without it, at which time he would find 
it sitting upon his doorstep. 


The similarity previously referred to be- 
tween an individual’s natal cross and a race 
horse’s handicap reminds me of an old horse 
named The Heathen, who invariably came 
to the post carrying a heavy load or jockey 
regardless of what other horses were up. On 
asking why this horse was always given the 
handicap I was told that he could not run 
nearly as well without it. Is that not like 
many of us humans? Some of us do so well 
in adverse circumstances that if we did not 
meet them, or have responsibilities at least, 
and were just happy-go-lucky and carefree, 
we would often get nowhere at all—might 
even be “left at the post” because there 
would be no real reason for us trying anyway 
and exerting all that effort. 


Naturally not all horses or men are like 
The Heathen, and many are greatly hin- 
dered by their handicaps or crosses. If you 
are one of these latter persons you need first 
of all to study your horoscope, or if un- 
able to do so, have some competent Astrolo- 
ger study it for you, that you may find what 
element is lacking and gradually develop 
such into your character. Furthermore, and 
which to my mind is vastly important, your 
choice of friends and personal relationships 
can be made to assist you greatly in this 
serious matter of character building. For 
while you cannot remove your cross or take 
any planets out of your chart, you can add 
to it, which is almost as good.

netic changes in the earth, through climateric 
influences and through the air he breathes 
and the food he eats.

rater (or Disintegrater) and he begins to ful- 
fill his cosmic task, then the planets start to 
operate fully.

These are days which are commonly classi- 
fied as UNFORTUNATE but we feel that 
the words INHARMONIOUS, UNFOR- 
TUNATE, UNFAVORABLE, or UN- 
LUCKY are quite inadequate and inaccurate. 
These words tell only a very small part of 
the story and reveal none of the mysterious 
significance of these IMPORTANT DAYS. 


These CRITICAL DAYS are not UN- 
FORTUNATE so much as they are DAN- 
GEROUS. We see them as significant mile- 
stones upon the Path of Progress. They are 
days whereon the prevailing forces of the 
period in which they fall are much more 
powerful than at any other time—Days of 
extreme contrasts. They are INHAR- 
MONIOUS only because the very intensity 
of the forces at work causes the individual 
to feel more than ordinarily restless and un- 
comfortable. They are UNFAVORABLE 
for action or for making decisions only be- 
cause this intensity of force, while admittedly 
a spur to action and achievement, may also 
in the majority of instances cause the indi- 
vidual to go to an extreme (one way or an- 
other) with the naturally UNFORTUNATE 
RESULTS of excess. The tendency under 
such powerful stimuli is to act impulsively 
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and impetuously without proper considera- 
tion of all the circumstances involved. These 
days are IMPORTANT principally as IN- 
DICATORS marking changes—a turning 
point in affairs (personal or general)—the 
end of one period of development and the 
beginning of a new epoch. As a rule it is 
advisable to reserve ACTION and DECI- 
SION until the next HARMONIOUS DAY 
following the Critical Day under considera- 
tion. This is not, however, ALWAYS the 
case. It is true that for the above reason an 
individual is much more likely to rush blindly 
into error on one of his CRITICAL days 
than at any other time; but it is also true 
that the MOST IMPORTANT events of a 
Lifetime occur on these CRITICAL DAYS, 
and if the general influences prevailing at the 
time are otherwise harmonious such an event 
may be classified as SINGULARLY FOR- 
TUNATE. The very least that may be said 
is that on one of these CRITICAL DAYS 
one should be very careful and be sure that 
the day is generally favorable for the matter 
under consideration and that he is not guided 
in his actions merely by emotional instability.

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Eclipses and Their Effects 


By Lou S. Ivey 


Shakespeare knew well the significance of 
the ecliptic conjunctions of the sun and 
moon, as exemplified in this quotation from 
Othello: “Oh heavy hour, methinks it should 
be now a huge eclipse of sun and moon; but, 
of vain boast, who can control his hate?” 

To the ancient astrologers the eclipses of 
the luminaries were “shadows of the things 
to come,” and they elaborated extensively the 
effects these eclipses produced upon mun- 
dane affairs, also the individual horoscopes. 
The general trend of their observations, 
however, regarding the effects of eclipses, 
whether upon countries or individuals, was 
that the results of eclipses are uniformly evil 
and very sinister in nature whenever falling 
upon any planet or significant point of a na- 
tivity. 

If students of astrology wiil investigate 
and thoroughly review a dozen or more 
charts, observing the manner in which 
events in the lives of these persons corre- 
spond to certain eclipses in the past, it will 
become evident that the so-called “evil” ef- 
fects of the eclipses are very much like the 
erratic planet Uranus, or the Dragon’s Tail 
in their rather disturbingly unexpected and 
sudden mode of operation. The object is also 
Uranian in its nature; in order to introduce 
the new, it must terminate the old. 

However unwelcome the consequences of 
the eclipses may be, they are always here to 
eliminate something in order to make room 
for, or to prepare us for the new opportuni- 
ties and circumstances which are to follow 
later. That is a law of nature: After rain 
comes sunshine; but, like that of pulling of 
a tooth, the process is painful. 

The eclipses frequently force upon us 
physical mishaps, material losses, various 
disappointments, whether that of broken 
hearts or crushed pride. Yet, in reviewing 
the effects of past eclipses falling on import- 
ant points of our horoscopes, we will find 
that every trial we had undergone had for 
an object to lift us to a higher degree on the 
spiritual plane. The unfortunate conditions 
the eclipses often bring about cease to be 
evil when we understand them in this light. 

Whatever the house in which the eclipse 
of either luminary falls, the matters denoted 
by this house will be stirred up or will inter- 
est the native more than otherwise during the 
period following this eclipse. If the degree 
of the zodiac in which the eclipse occurs hap- 

Pens to be the cusp of any house, the influ- 
ence is much stronger. 

When falling upon angles, its effects will 
be felt very keenly. On Ascendant or Mid- 





heaven, the eclipses invariably produce 
changes, often disappointments in matters 
pertaining to personal affairs, health or busi- 
ness. The results are usually accompanied 
by a radically changed outlook on life in 
general. 

Falling on the Sun or Moon, or in bad 
aspect to same, it is an indication that the 
native faces a period of low vitality, or ill 
health, frustrated hopes or reverses in gen- 
eral; the sex of the nativity and the house 
position where the eclipse occurs gives fur- 
ther particulars. But if the eclipse falls in 
good aspect to the luminaries, the results are 
similar to a good direction to either luminary. 
The eclipse occurring on either Sun or Moon, 
or in close aspect to these, always portends 
a period of transition for the native. 

When the eclipse is formed in the zodiacal 
degree which holds the Venus or Jupiter, 
and these planets are well aspected or dig- 
nified in the nativity, the effects will be bene- 
ficial: even more so if it falls in sextile or 
trine to these planets. 

It is seldom that one escapes an accident 
or injury after the eclipse falls on one’s Mars 
or Uranus, while the Saturn causes sorrows 
through illness, death, or some heavy losses. 
Saturn does its duty by forcing us to part 
from that which we cherish most selfishly. 

Falling on the cusp of the 12th house, if it 
forms no aspects to planets, it is a forerun- 
ner of some secret sorrows and unhappiness, 
which the person is likely to experience. 

According to Sepharial, the eclipse must 
fall within two degrees of the planet’s posi- 
tion or its aspects in order to have any ap- 
preciable effects. I have verified numerous 
instances where it effected results corres- 
ponding to the nature of the planet involved 
and when the orb allowed was around five 
degrees. 

Whenever the eclipse takes place upon the 
Sun in a nativity, in a very close aspect to 
same, or some other important position, the 
results following apparently have their effects 
dispensed throughout the year following the 
eclipse; these results will be felt keenly each 
time the new moon forms a square or oppo- 
sition aspect to the degree of the zodiac in 
which the ecliptic conjunction took place. 

The eclipses are a powerful factor in de- 
termining the conditions of mundane affairs 
in general. It is logical to believe that the 
depression which hit the United States was 
to some extent the outcome of the square 
aspects which several past eclipses formed to 
the Ascendant of the chart of the United

States. The total eclipse of the Sun, which 
occurred on August 31, 1932, and was visible 
in the eastern portion of United States, fell 
in square aspect to the Uranus, as well as 
the Ascendant, of the chart of United States 
erected for July 4, 1776, with Gemini 7 ris- 
ing. On February 24, 1933, the eclipse re- 
peatedly formed the square, thus assuring us 
again that it is a long, long way to prosper- 
ity for us, though things are progressing 
very gradually at present. 

In figuring out the probable results that 
an eclipse may bring about, it is well to re- 
member that it is the unexpected, rather 
than the wished-for, that is liable to happen. 

Whether in mundane affairs or in indivi- 
dual cases, the effects of the eclipses are felt 
very strongly, and though we may not at the 
time be in a state of mind to rejoice over 
the ordeals they usually bring, eventually we 
shall recognize the fact that their evil is never 
done except that good may follow.

The greatest danger of 
Neptune in this department arises from the 
fact that this planet is in general symbolical 
of a rather tricky and deceptive influence 
wherever it may happen to be, and in rela- 
tion to the Leo native, it therefore at this 
time leaves him open to loss through fraud 
and ill considered business ventures invol- 
ving large corporations, trust companies 
and various preditory interests.

sires, which desires are just as likely as not 
to have no more substantial basis than the 
whim of the moment, and as the Leo born 
happen at this time to have this influence 
in the business department, we shall expect 
to find many of our Leo friends industri- 
ously searching for the pot of gold at the 
foot of the rainbow, or chasing some finan- 
cial mirage, some wonderful proposition that 
is just about to come to realization, but 
which like a mirage, recedes as they advance, 





and continues to remain just a little in the 
future—dealing in millions without a dime 
in their pockets, and seemingly quite heed- 
less of the fact that this is a physical world 
we live in, and that physical effort is re- 
quired to bring concrete results. They seem 
to be obsessed with some silly idea that the 
world owes them a living anyway, and that 
there is some secret panel in this wall of 
facts which will open in response to the right 
knock and immediately disclose the wealth 
of their dreams to their astonished gaze, for 
do not think for a moment that Leo would - 
not be as much astonished as anyone else if 
any of these wild dreams did actually ma- 
terialize. They think they wouldn't, but they 
would be. 

Neptune in this departmesat will teach 
the natives of Leo some valuable lessons. 
One of them is that it is not possible to get 
something for nothing, that “the gods sell 
all good things for hard work,” and another 
is that they cannot be too severely practical 
or too strictly honest in their financial deal- 
ings, for after all it is merely a question of 
point of view whether Neptune is the vic- 
tim or the perpetrator of a fraud. This 
planet can weave some wonderful fantastic 
nets in which to catch the financial fish, 
and very often gets tangled up in his own 
net. While under this influence let your 
motto be Cash. Accept what you will have 
from life, and pay for it, but don’t forget 
the price. Just to be sure that you don’t 
forget, it might be advisable to make it 
a fixed rule to in every instance pay in ad- 
vance. Life is always ready enough to ex- 
tend credit but the carrying charges are 
terrific. 

1927 to 1934 inclusive, Uranus is in the 
ninth house sign of those born in the sign 
of Leo. This should offer unusual oppor- 
tunities for progress, for this is the depart- 
ment governing progress and evolution. It 
gives a great desire to travel widely and 
engage in explorations of various kinds, and 
it intensifies any adventurous tendencies 
there may be in individual cases which might 
result in journeys to extraordinary places 
and for extraordinary reasons, such journeys 
being very sudden and unexpected and in- 
volving strange adventures which do not 
ordinarily befall people. On the other hand 
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this might lead to mental traveling, intensi- 
fying the scientific truthseeking tendencies 
resulting in a great desire to investigate out- 
of-the- ordinary sciences and make interest- 
ing experiments, psychologically or other- 
wise. Uranus always seeks freedom where- 
ever it is, and in this department the tendency 
is to seek freedom from physical, emotional 
and mental limitations through religion, 
philosophy, science or some similar activity 
of the higher mind, hence if there are any 
occult tendencies shown in your natal chart, 
this influence will tend to generate quite 
an unusual interest in occult sciences, one 
of which is astrology. In others of a more 
materialistic trend it might manifest as a 
passion for gambling and speculation, which 
might be profitable or otherwise according 
to how Uranus may be aspected by other 
transiting planets from time to time. Thus 
a horoscope as a chart of causes rather than 
effects may manifest in a great variety of 
ways in accordance with the natal chart of 
the individual. But generally speaking, this 
position of Uranus should be quite benefi- 
cial to the natives of Leo, offering unusual 
opportunities for advancement. 

1930, ’31 and ’32, Saturn while in Capri- 
corn would principally affect the health of 
Leo, although it may have also produced 
very difficult circumstances in regard to em- 
ployment. During this period, anyone born 
in this sign was well advised to hang on to 
any job he may have had no matter how 
meager his returns might have been, for 
once out of employment he would find it 
very difficult to find another position. In 
fact Saturn in this department of the chart 
offered most excellent opportunities to ren- 
der service without getting any immediate 
returns. This may not sound so interesting 
to our Leo friends, yet if we will stop to 
consider the matter a moment the prospect 
was not so dark, for after all action and 
reaction are equal if opposite, and the law 
of compensation is inviolable. Since it is 
impossible to get something for nothing in 
this world, even so is it impossible to give 
something and not get something in return. 


The service that you render while under the 
ray of Saturn if given unselfishly will cer- 
tainly bring a large reward—how great the 
reward will depend upon how cheerfully it 
is given, and it might as well be given cheer- 
fully for it will have to be given anyway. 
This is one planet which will not abate one 
jot of the law. Why not nobly agree with 
necessity since what necessity dicates is 
wisest and best? While you struggle under 
the heavy load of this planet of Destiny 
you are strengthening your mental and mor- 
al sinews, and the experience gained in the 
University of Hard Knocks under the tute- 
lage of this Stern Task master will be very 
valuable and prove to have a high exchange 
value later. 

In its influence on health Saturn tends to 
chronic diseases and such as arise from ex- 
posure and faulty elimination, It will be 
necessary for you to give these matters spe- 
cial attention during this period. 

1933 and 1934, Saturn is in the solar 
Seventh House of these born in the sign Leo, 
the department governing Marriage, Part- 
nerships and legal Affairs. During this period 
therefore the experience of the Leo born 
will be very similar to the experiences of 
the Cancer natives during 1930, ’31 and ’32, 
tho Saturn in Aquarius is much less dras- 
tic in action than it would be in Capricorn 
and its influence upon Leo natives will be 
more psychological than material. Saturn 
during this transit through Aquarius is har- 
moniously configurated with other major 
planets and may act as a balancing influence 
in the life of a Leo person with very bene- 
ficial results. It may bring the individual 
under the influence of an older or wiser per- 
son who acts as a brake upon the Leo exu- 
berance and ambition and in a manner great- 
ly to his advantage.

The most important configuration in force 
for you at this time is the transit of Neptune 
through your birth sign. Neptune entered 
Virgo in 1928 and leaves this sign in 1942, 
and is especially significant to the Virgo 
people by reason of the fact that in its tran- 
sit of this sign it conjuncts the natal Sun of 
those born therein. We consider any planet 
in conjunction or opposition much more 
powerful in effect than when in any other 
aspect. When we speak of the opposition 
however it may be understood that we do 
not always interpret this aspect as adverse. 
In fact we consider the conjunction and op- 
position very similar in effect—aspects of 
power, adverse only when formed between 
planets which are naturally antagonistic or 
otherwise afflicted. 

In order to understand the effect of Nep- 
tune upon Virgo people, it is necessary to 
analyze to some extent the planet itself, and 
we can best understand the effect of this 
weird planet in this case if we will consider 
it to be in a sense a higher octave of the 
Moon, manifesting all the qualities of the 
Moon (consciousness) upon a higher plane, 
or in a more refined form. We might con- 
sider Neptune to be the Spiritual Moon, just 
as Uranus might be the symbol of the Spiri- 
tual Sun. Even as the Moon is the Magic 
Mirror of Consciousness upon the Physical 
Plane, in which is reflected the forms and 
conditions of the physical world, so may 
Neptune be the mirror for spiritual percep- 
tion and focus of consciousness within the 
Psychic Realms, by which we become aware 
of forms and conditions upon the planes of 
consciousness imperceptible to the physical 
senses. Hence people directly under the in- 
fluence of this planet, as Virgo people now 
are, may be expected to manifest a super- 
sensitiveness and receptivity of tempera- 
ment. Any latent powers of mediumship 
might be expected to become active under 
this influence. There would be noticeably a 
tendency to consciously or unconsciously 
take on the conditions of those around them, 
and fall readily into the habits of their as- 
sociates. Because of this plasticity of tem- 





perament, it would be necessary for Virgo 
people to be very careful in their choice of 
friends during this period. They will be 
drawn to strange and peculiar people, either 
such as are quite psychic, mystical and spiri- 
tually advanced, or they might drift as readi- 
ly inte a destructive environment and fall 
under the influence of such as might be de- 
praved, neurotic, or otherwise a demoralizing 
influence. Neptune intensifies the emotional 
side of the nature, and gives a natural ten- 
dency to yield to anything that appeals to 
the passions or senses. In the discriminating 
analytical sign Virgo the dreamy, emotional 
receptive nature of Neptune may be held in 
check to some extent, but at best there is 
likely to be a great deal of confusion in re- 
gard to material affairs and instability of 
fortune due to indolence and lack of energy. 
In the lives of those who are selfish in their 
motives. (read analysis of Neptune in Gemini 
forecast June issue of American Astrology) 
and who yield to the negative phrases of 
Neptune, this may act as a very treacherous 
influence. It may bring a consciousness or 
fear of secret enmity and deception, which 
may or may not be well founded. One might 
doubt his best friends under such an influ- 
ence. It might be well to remember that 
ALL IS WITHIN, even so are our enemies. 
He who is deceived must first deceive him- 
self. Be sure you are at all times true to 
yourself. No one can be untrue to the person 
who is true to himself. You may be liable 
to fraud, but it will be through your own 
credulity. Always demand proof, concrete 
evidence of everything you hear or think be- 
fore you act upon it, otherwise you may 
spend a large portion of this time chasing 
rainbows. People may be constantly mak- 
ing you promises which they have no inten- 
tion of keeping and they could not possibly 
keep if they would. Vague promises of em- 
ployment, of money, advancement, and you 
may be inclined to keep on deceiving your- 
self that you are on the verge of realizing 
some vast dream, yet ever finding that this 
ood thing remains just beyond your reach, 
ut near enough to keep you keyed up to

a high pitch of expectancy. The remedy is, 
COME BACK TO EARTH, live in the 
present, take and make the most of what is 
offered now, thus you may avoid throwing 
away a substance for a shadow. Try to see 
things as they are in fact, and do not de- 
lude yourself into thinking that they are 
what you wish they were. One of the prin- 
cipal dangers of one under the influence of 
Neptune is that he so readily falls into the 
habit of always dreaming in the future tense, 
thus becoming a mere visionary who dreams 
the time away, weaving impractical schemes 
but never doing a bit of real work by way 
of making any of these visions real. He is 
ever likély to lose sight of the point of con- 
tact between the real and the ideal, and to 
overlook the law of growth by which his 
dreams must come true, if at all. If he had 
his way he would speak the word and have 
his visions materialize at once. Fortunately 
for the rest of us this is not possible, else 
chaos would rule in the place of order. 
Growth is often such a lengthy process that 
after catching his vision, Neptune contrasts 
it with the drab reality of the present, real- 
izes the immense gulf that must be spanned, 
sighs listlessly and goes on dreaming, or he 
may try to fool himself into believing the 
dream is already real and suffer a disasso- 
ciation of personality, becoming first a vic- 
tim of self deception and finally an impostor. 
He frequently however falls into the very 
trap he has set for others. Confidence men 
are notoriously the greatest suckers in the 
world. There is a sort of poetic justice in 
this no doubt, as NATURE IS INFINITE- 
iy WUST. “None of us can cheat the uni- 
verse.” When under the influence of Nep- 
tune it is most important to remember that 
it is impossible to get something for noth- 
ing. Whatever we would have we must pay 
for, and the greatest price that life can de- 
mand of Neptune is that he pay in effort. It is 
so easy to drift and dream. Perhaps the 
reason for this is that Neptune does bring 
one into close contact with supernormal in- 
telligence and power, hence one who may 
be directly under the influence of this planet 
who feels, though vaguely the presence of 
this power—the stirring of the God within— 
might easily forget that he is still living in 
a physical world and be inclined to believe 
that through some sort of magic or through 
the intervention of a supernormal agency a 
miracle might come to pass whereby he 
could achieve without the necessity of mak- 
ing any physical effort. A person thus sus- 
pended in mid-air between heaven and earth 
is neither God nor Man and no doubt de- 
serves our pity, but most of us cannot help 
becoming a trifle impatient and may be 
pardoned for wishing that he would come 
back to earth and do some real work or else 
go on to heaven so that we would not have 
to listen to his constant repining and futile 
wishing. 





Neptune is said to have special signifi- 
cance for large corporations, stock and trust 
companies, therefore while under this influ- 
ence one needs to be very careful to avoid 
becoming involved in swindles of various 
kinds in connection with such. 

1927 to 1934, Uranus in Aries will influence 
Virgo through their Solar Eighth House, 
the department governing progress, evolu- 
tion and transition. This will give a great 
desire to find freedom and success through 
elimination. There will be a pronounced 
tendency to break suddenly away from old 
associations and make radical, decisive 
changes in your environment. It is likely 
that you may manifest quite an explosive 
temperament and make the most contradic- 
tory decisions with bewildering suddenness 
that surprises even yourself. This may mani- 
fest as an unusual resentment of even the 
slightest restraint and a headstrong deter- 
mination to go ahead on any course of ac- 
tion regardless of consequences. For this 
reason you may burn a few bridges during 
this period, and it may mark a very decisive 
change in your life from which there will 
be no return. We do not of course refer to 
death in this instance. It will probably be 
a transition from one environment to ‘an- 
other—the end of one cycle of activity and 
the beginning of a new. Uranus the Spiritual 
Sun manifesting in this department may 
mark the beginning of a new life—a complete 
change of environment. What form this 
may take in individual cases will depend to 
a large extent upon the position of Uranus 
in the natal chart. 

During 1931 and the summer of 1932, Sat- 
urn in Capricorn might have been expected 
to be a depressing influence in the depart- 
ment governing affairs of the heart, children 
and investments, particularly in regard to 
such as were of a speculative nature. It is 
the nature of Saturn to deny or delay, there- 
fore some losses, disappointments or various 
unhappy experiences involving the affections 
could have developed during this period. 

During 1933 and 1934, Saturn in Aquarius 
is in the Solar Sixth House for those born 
in the sign Virgo. Therefore during that 
period Virgo may expect to have experiences 
very similar to those recorded for Leo during 
the years 1930, ’31 and ’32, a full explanation 
of which is given on page 56 of this issue of 
American Astrology. However, considering 
the sign and aspects involved, the effect upon 
Virgo will be much less severe—the influence 
more constructive—the forces less difficult 
to direct. 

This transit apart from its steadying in- 
fluence in the department of Health and Em- 
ployment will also tend to bring out more 
powerfully the studious, scientific tenden- 
cies of the Virgo mentality and will no doubt 
incline strongly to the study of deeper and 
more profound subjects. It also offers un-

The Rationale of Astrology

PRACTICAL ASTROLOGY 


Astrology is, properly speaking, a Langu- 
age, the Universal Language of Life; and 
the student is advised to approach the study 
of Astrology in the same spirit that he would 
approach the study of any other Language, 
first becoming familiar with the alphabet, 
then learning to combine these characters in 
the form of a properly calculated Horoscope, 
then passing on to a study of the Art of 
Interpretation of a Chart, which last may 
be considered the grammar of the Stellar 
Language. 

Before going into the details of Astrolo- 
gical Symbolism, however, it might be well 
to devote some time to the study of the ra- 
tionale of Astrology for the purpose of clear- 
ing away any misconceptions that may ex- 
ist in the mind of the student relative to the 
problem of just why the stars may furnish 
a reliable key to human character and des- 
tiny. The fundamental purpose of any 
Language is to express in concrete form an 
idea which has hitherto existed only in the 
abstract. According to the Doctrine of the 
Rosicrucians—most other Occult schools 
agree in this—the world of thought is di- 
vided into two distinct parts, regions or 
planes, viz: the abstract and concrete. In 
the region of the abstract thought exists en 
potentia all the wisdom of all the ages, but 
in an unformed or unorganized state. It is 
the realm of pure intelligence, the life of 
thought as distinct from knowledge which is 
the body of thought. On the other hand, we 
have the world of concrete thought wherein 
we find the body or material of thought, 
Consciousness, and universal truth is herein 
organized as thought forms or definite ideas. 
This is the realm of knowledge. In thus di- 
viding the world of thought into two regions 
and naming them realms of intelligence and 
knowledge, we are using terms that all may 
understand whether Occult students or not, 
for everyone will agree that intelligence and 
knowledge are not synonomous terms. We 
all know intelligent people who are not edu- 
cated or rich in knowledge, and vice versa. 
Many well informed people are far from in- 
telligent—the enemies of Astrology for in- 
stance. 


However that may be, the purpose of this 
little dissertation on the philosophy of 
thought is to make clear to the student the 
necessity of some form of symbolism which 
shall define pure thought or intelligent un- 
derstanding and reveal truth to the con- 
sciousness in the form of knowledge. From 
this point of view the entire physical uni- 
verse becomes the symbol of a spiritual real- 
ity and time the symbol of Eternity. The 
forms and personalities in this physical world 
are the characters in the alphabet of life, and 
the evolutionary history of mankind merely 
an allegorical representation of an eternal 
reality, which ever has been, is now and for- 
ever, one—indivisible and changeless. 

As an aid to the interpretation of the cos- 
mic symbol of creation in whole or in part 
it was necessary to devise some secondary 
system of symbolism which would reveal the 
basic unity of the various forms of life and 
outline the operation of a limited number of 
principles and laws throughout the great va- 
riety and diversity of forms that comprise 
the world we live in. As a means to this end 
the Ancients devised two systems of sym- 
bols for the elucidation of the mysteries of 
life, namely Astrology and Kabbalism, Ir 
Occult circles these are referred to as the 
TWO KEYS—Keys to the temple of wis- 
dom, the treasure-house of abstract thought 
—the Golden Key and the Silver Key, Astro- 
logy and Kabbalism respectively. 

The question that naturally arises in the 
mind of anyone upon contacting Astrology 
for the first time is “How can a Planet (Mars 
or Venus for instance) have any effect upon 
a personality here on earth or be at all a 
factor in the destiny of any individual?” The 
answer to that question is simple enough. 
The stars, as such, have not necessarily any- 
thing to do with it at all. There may or may 
not be some sort of magnetic or etheric con- 
nection between the Planets and the inhabi- 
tants of the earth, but we wish to make the 
point clear that in order to establish the 
validity of Astrology as a science it is not 
necessary to assume any such connection. 
For our purpose it is merely necessary to 
recognize the fundamental unity of Creation, 
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that the same basic principle which is mani- 
festing in the mathematics of space as the 
Planet Mars, for instance, may also be mani- 
festing as Iron in the Earth, a Rose in the 
Garden, the Color Red, the Number Six- 
teen, the Muscular System in the Body, and 
the Passions in the Human Temperament. 
This might be called the Principle of Action 
—Force—Dynamic Energy; although all at- 
tempts to express such abstract conceptions 
in words must necessarily fall short of a 
complete definition. Therefore, when in the 
course of our study of Astrology we explain 
the mechanism of a Solar System, we do 
not thereby imply that the Planets influence 
your Life. The implication is rather that the 
Solar System and the individual Human, 
thotgh separated and distinct in point of 
space, yet as organized units of Creation, are 
both the effects of a common cause—the 
ON E—who is the Creator and moving spirit 
of all. This is the premise upon which the 
entire science of Astrology rests and the 
law by which we are enabled to make a prac- 
tical application thereof is the Law of Cor- 
respondence. Granting the unity of all the 
forms of LIFE, then we may borrow an ax- 
iom from Euclid and eccept it as equally 
true spiritually and physically that “Things 
which are equal to the same thing are equal 
to one another,” that every individual has 
within himself, potentially at least, all the 
powers of the Universe because of his direct 
connection with this first cause, that the 
same laws that govern the movements of the 
Planets also govern Human Life and Des- 
tiny. 

The same Law that molds a tear 

And bids it trickle from its source 

That Law preserves the Earth a sphere 

And guides the Planet in its course. 

Thus the Stars symbolize forces which are 
really within yourself. The Planets have be- 
come for our purpose merely mathematical 
points in space, and in the Zodiac we find 
a convenient mathematical framework on 
which the philosopher may weave the fab- 
ric of a Human Life. The Horoscope be- 
comes a mathematical pattern of the per- 
sonality, the closest approach to a blue print 
of the human mind and temperament that 
science has attained so far, and we are en- 
abled thereby to apply mathematical rules 
to the solution of problems presented by 
that most intangible and elusive element in 
all Creation—Human Nature. By the rules 
of Astrology we can calculate in advance 
with mathematical exactitude just what the 
reaction of any person will be under any 
given circumstances. We have, in short, geo- 
metrized Psychology. It must be born in 
mind however that while we are at the mo- 
ment principally interested in the applica- 
tion of Astrology to Psychological prob- 
lems, this is only one of its many possible 
applications; in fact, we have here a Master 
Key which, by the Law of Correspondence, 





may be used to unlock the secrets of any 
science and which reveals the laws governing 
any form of material manifestation, physi- 
cal, moral, mental, spiritual and social. 

Having thus established in broad outlines 
the reason why, and the purpose back of As- 
trology, we are now prepared to proceed 
with the study of its principles in detail— 
“The Alphabet of Life’—which will be the 
subject of our next lesson. 

For the information of those who might 
be inclined to consider the foregoing expla- 
nation superfluous, we might add that a vast 
amount of nonsense has been expressed in 
recent centuries under the name of Astrolo- 
gy and in order that the student may not 
find his progress impeded in any of this rub- 
bish, it is first necessary to clear the path 
td a sane consideration of the practical value 
of this most ancient of all sciences, which 
up to the recent years, has been hopelessly 
enmeshed in a web of superstition.

usual opportunities for the exercise of the 
Saturning abilities for Management, Admin- 
istration and Organization, especially with 
regard to the organization of the activities 
of others (by direct supervision). It great- 
ly enhances the power of dsicrimination and 
analysis, tending to thrift, frugality, practi- 
cality and common sense. It may however, 
at best, limit the power of assimilation on all 
planes and on the physical plane it will be 
necessary to pay close attention to the diet, 
for lack of caution in this respect might 
lead to clogging of the system, causing intes- 
tinal diseases of a chronic nature and gen- 
eral depletion of vitality due to toxic poi- 
sons—the natural result of poor elimination. 
September 1933 to October 1934, Jupi- 
ter in Libra certainly should grant to our 
Virgo friends a fairly large measure of that 
much discussed and much-hoped for ‘Pros- 
perity” which has been hiding around the 
(God knows what) corner for so long. If 
you have been out of work you should have 
comparatively little difficulty in finding a 
position—a good one—the best you have 
had in years. If you have a position then 
you should receive an advancement—not 
necessarily to a position of higher authority, 
but certainly an increase in pay, or financial 
increase in some other way. To some this 
might result in profitable marriage, consid- 
ering all factors involved, and we do not 
believe that practical Virgo would refuse 
such an opportunity. It is not thereby im- 
plied that Virgo is mercenary—they have 
their weak moments just like other folks— 
but this is one time when practical consid- 
erations may sway the balance to the good 
fortune of all concerned. Here is an excel- 
lent financial period for the Virgo-born. They 
should strive to make the most of it by push- 
ing their affairs with energy and confidence.

With reference to the probable effect of 
recent planetary configurations upon IN- 
TERNATIONAL RELATIONS: It is true 
that Mars in Virgo (seventh house of the 
World Horoscope), and particularly in the 
first decanate of that sign which placed it 
very close to the cusp of that House, did 
constitute a serious menace against the 
PEACE OF THE WORLD. This was dis- 
cussed more in detail on page 7 of the March 
issue of American Astrology. We wish, how- 
ever, at this time to repeat that, in our opin- 
ion, the time for an International conflict 
of any considerable magnitude involving the 
Western Nations has not yet arrived. We 
are all very well aware of the fact that a 
very delicate situation has existed in Europe 
during recent weeks. This is, however, noth- 
ing more than what one might have expected 
from the Planetary configurations in force 
around the first of March. We believe that 
the danger point was actually passed about 
March 25 as a resu‘t of developments during 
the preceding week. This does not imply, 
however, that the deeper underlying causes 
of the unrest (Disease) were removed at that 
time. Mars is merely indicative of relatively 
localized manifestations (effects). For the 
Causes (constitutional) we must refer to the 
Major Planets and we believe that the Jupi- 
ter-Neptune configuration which (late in 
1932) furnished the keynote for the present 
period is not such as to produce OPEN 
CONFLICT but inclines rather to diploma- 
tic adjustment of International Affairs. 
There is, however, another Major configura- 
tion developing which is not so pleasant to 
contemplate. We refer to Saturn and NEP- 
TUNE which come to a death grip (opposi- 
tion) in the spring months of 1936—that, 
my friends, will not be any sham battle, and 
we may not have much warning of what is 
to happen until it is too late to avert disas- 
ter. This will not be a battle of words. Both 
of these Planets (Saturn and Neptune) are 
remarkably cold and silent; yet nevertheless 
sinister and deadly in their wrath. Two 
mighty wrestlers locked in deadly embrace, 
each straining silently but intensely for a 
“hold.” In Mythology we find a fitting sym- 
bol of this configuration in legend of Laocoon 
and his two sons meeting their.death within 
the coils of two mighty serpents. Those who 
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desire a better understanding of this aspect 
might profitably study that legend. It is no 
doubt significant that Laocoon was also a 
Priest of Neptune and met a tragic fate—the 
common fate of those who “know too much.” 
This opposition of 1936 is particularly signifi- 
cant and sinister because of the signs in- 
volved. We have an opposition of Saturn 
and Neptune every 37 years. The one next 
preceding this forthcoming opposition was 
in November, 1899. The majority of our 
readers will be able to classify that period 
quite easily—bearing in mind, of course, that 
Major aspects are not limited in effect to the 
year and month when the aspect may be ex- 
act. The influence usually extends over a 
period of 3, 4, or even 5 years. Again in 
1862 there was an opposition of Saturn and 
Neptune which marked another tragic period 
with our own President Lincoln, who had 
these two planets in conjunction in his Birth 
chart playing the leading role in the Drama. 
Moving still farther back we come to 1825, 
when the signs Gemini and Sagittaries were 
involved, a configuration which was very sim- 
ilar to that of 1899. Again in 1788 we find 
an opposition of these two planets involving 
the signs Taurus and Scorpio. We could 
have expected this to produce a “Reign of 
Terror.” An opposition of these two Planets 
seems always to be associated with INTOL- 
ERABLE TYRANNY in some form, which 
is shortly followed by a ghastly reaction. 
This aspect in itself does not apparently in- 
dicate the actual conflict but rather marks 
the highest degree of OPPRESSION—the 
“ast straw” that breaks the back of the cam- 
el. We do not, therefore, definitely predict 
the outbreak of a War in 1936 but we do 
believe that at that time the War Clouds will 
be gathering rapidly. The ominous rumbling 
of the approaching storm will be heard dis- 
tinctly and may be accepted as a reliable in- 
dication of a conflict close at hand. It is 
probable that OPEN HOSTILITIES may 
commence about 1939 or 1940. On this point, 
however, we are not prepared to make a 
definite statement just now. The most that 
we will venture to assert is that the period 
from 1936 to 1940 is a dangerous area on the 
path of Human Progress; and as a matter of 
fact, so far as we can see at present, a violent 
conflict might break at almost any time dur- 
ing that period.

tend to bring out in a sensational manner 
the influence of Neptune as previously ex- 
plained, and what is most important might 
offer our Leo friends an opportunity to real- 
ize something tangible from the Neptunian 
dreams. This influence could work in one 
of two ways in an individual case, accord- 
ing to how these two planets are aspected 
in the natal chart and according to how well 
the individual understands the laws of life. 
It could bring vast wealth, and on the other 
hand it could get the individual involved 
in some gigantic hoax or swindle with con- 
sequent ruin. But in a general way to those 
born in the sign of Leo, we would say in 
order to make the best of this transit, it is 
only necessary to correctly apply the laws 
of these two planets, the most important 
of which is that of Neptune. In our open- 
ing paragraph we have endeavored to ex- 
plain this weird planet and its influence 
upon you in such a way that you may be 
able to avoid most of the pitfalls. 

September 1933 to October 1934 Jupiter 
in Libra should have an influence upon 
those born in the sign of Leo very similar 
to that ascribed to this same planet in its 
effect upon Cancer from the sign Virgo 
(August 1932 to September 1933)—see the 
Cancer General Forecast. This is for the 
reason that while in transit through Libra 
it will be in the solar Third House of 
Leo tending therefore to expand the Men- 
tal powers and enhance the powers of ex- 
pression. The effect upon Leo however 
is likely to be much more favorable and 
more purely mental because of the nature 
of the signs involved and the aspects formed. 
Jupiter in Libra will trine Saturn in Aquarius 
in the Seventh House of Leo tending to 
an unusual degree of good fortune in matters 
connected with Law, Marriage and Partner- 
ships. This also holds out promise of 
much success in traveling and all forms of 
Intellectual work. The position of Saturn 
in relation to both Jupiter and Uranus 
promises some great success in the matters 
listed above through the controlling influ- 
ence of Saturn in the department of Part- 
nerships, Marriage, Legal Affairs, contracts, 
etc. This could result in a successful mar- 
riage or highly advantageous Business agree- 
ments according to the circumstances of 
the individual. 
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
